A REMARKABLE DISCOVERY.

It may seem curious to our rcaders— 
most of whom probably think. they know 
something of the Coast of China—tbat 
large and important isJand has hitherto lain 
undiscovered in that‘ region; yet-M. Ed- 
niond Texior assures us (through the co- 
tums of the’ Siecle) that. such is the fact. 
M, Edmond Texier ts'& French journalist, 
who has an adventurous Italian friend na- 
med Ceesar Moreno. This gentleman, it 
seems, while voyaging in the Far Bast (how 
or. when is not epecified), has discovered an 
island of great’ richness: and vast. extont 
“gomewhere’.on the ‘Coast of- China.” 
Cmsat—unlike hia great protetype—did not 
proceed ‘immediately to conquer the new 
land, but returned quis:ly-to Europe with-. 
out saying a word about it—being. blessed, 
we must suppose, with a yery uisercet set 
of companions, who let no hint of the tre+ 
mendous secret escape them, © Considering 
himself the righttul owner of. this gem of 
the China Sea, he “offered”: it to his own 
Government ; but whether they considered 
the title doubtful, or had enough work on 
hand: already, for some reason or other. 
it was declined. Prussia was next tried, 
but. with no better success; and this 
is stranger still, when we take. into con- 
suleration the avowed desire of Cuunt | 
Bismark to. establish a German Colony iu 
China. Napoleon the Third next’ had the 
refusal of it, but his Imporial Majesty was 
too old a bird to be caught with chaf!—be- 
-sides there is Cochiu-Chinia not quite settled 
yet.- ‘The discoverer evidently. did not 
think it worth while to make any overtures

Will-o’-the- Wisp, like the fabled 
isle of St; Brandan}. or does-he intend to 
make over to the United. States—for a-con- 
sideration—Formosa or Chusar, or part of 
the Japan group ?; ‘It is a.ctirious business 
altogethor, —£.'h 0.

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION 
BETWEEN INDIA AND AUSTRALIA. 


It has, long bésn a sources of surprise to 


the commercial world (says the Times) that 
no telegraphic communication exists be- 
ven our Uriental possessions and Auatra- 
even though five years have elapsed 
since the completion of our agencies of tele- 
graphic correspondence with India, ‘Since 
1860 statistics have been collected, estimates 
prépared, and. plans proposed from time tu 
time for the promotiou of this most impor- 
tint prajuct ; but-the. policy of the Govern- 
ment ‘hag rendered all the offorts of -private 
enterpriss unavailing. - A brief sketch of 
the history of the negotiations regarding 
this subject may not. be ‘uninteresting at 
the present time. In 1861 several of the 
-colonies voted subsidies to the amount of 
23,0001, and further steps. were taken to 
increase the ainount: to 35,0001, to lay a 
submarine line between Java and Sydney. 
The Government of Victoria, finding -that- 
the..other colonial Gcvernments ‘were. ui- 
latory: in their -action, resolved on acting 
‘for themselves alone,-and suggested that if 
the home Government would find one-half 
the necessary. subsidy, the Government of 
Victoria would contribute the rest: With 
thia suggestion the Treasury refused ‘to 
comply, Early-in 1862 8 proposal. was ad- 
vanced for a Rangoon and Singapore tele- 
ph, with stutions‘at Tavoy and Pennng, 
The capital was to ‘bo’ 450,0007., and the 
subsidy required was 60,00, - “his project 
also failed, ‘and wheu a fresh plan was sug. 
; gested later in the year, the Treasury de- 
olined altogether to. consider it,- In July. 
1869, the statement of the promoters of the 
Auglo-Australian aud-China Telegraph was 
| drawn up.:The wotks proposed were;——1, 
A cable from Rangoon to Singapore. 2, A 
Leable from Singapore to Hony Kong, ‘via 
t Sarawak, Labuan, and Manila, or vidSaigon. 
3. The extension of the Dutoly lines which 
| conuedt Singapore with Batavia- and. ‘the 
feast-end.of Java to the terminus of ti 
; telegiaph systent in Australi, the total cost 
of thé whole work. being estimated at 
,250,0002., -In- 1883 the whole question 
was again laid before the Secretary of State 
for India,- the. Queguelend Governmen: 
having coygeuded: to co-operate with -thy 


ottier Australian Governments... Shey pre- 
ferred, however, that the -cable should be 
earvied from Port Essington to the colonies 
rather than_by cables along the coast. Four 
routes were suggested for the land line :— 
I. Port Augusta, by Stuari’s route-to the 
Victoria river, Cambridge Gulf,’ 2, Port 
Auguata, via Cooper’s-cveek or Carpentaria, 
by Bucke's or M’Kinlay’s route, and thence 
to Hurt Hasington or Cambridge Gulf. 3. 
Port Auguata-to King George’s Sound and - 
Western Australia to the neighbourhood of 
Exmouth Bay, 4,.Moreton Bay to Port ; 
Essington or Cambridge Gulf, The total 
‘cost of the land line and cable for the Aus- 
tralian and Java section would, it was urged, 
cost only 450,000/., as againat -1,100,0001., 
the estimate for a cable round the coast to 
Brisbane. _ This plan was submitted to 
the India’ Office, as well as afresh disposi- 
tion for the laying of the Rangoon and 
Singapore section. Strauge to say, the ap- 
plication . wi not, entertained, though the 
chain of telegraph was almost complete from | 
England to Rangoon, though Australia'and 
Hollaud wera willing to give: financial aid, 
and though the Indian Government a short 
time before was contemplating laying a Ran- 
goon and‘ Singapore: cable at its own risk. 
Why the Home Goverament has go lotig dis. 
couraged the enterprise is inexplicable, for 
ihe: inportanca of its completion cannot be 
overrated, :
